Confederated Empire — Fi- 
nancial Question from a 
Colonial Standpoint- 

In a previous article wo endeavored 
to point out some of the comiuoiciid 
advantages derived by Great Britain 
from her connection with the Colonies. 
"We also attempted to show that the v 
had..be.en no burden to the Imperial 
treasiiry. Lot us now ■\'iow this finan- 
cial question from a colonial stand- 
point, and ask ourselves "Do wo 
suffer^fin^mcially through ourloyalty t ) 
the old flag ? Nay, rather, do wo 
not derive solid and permanent advau- 
tagca therefrom ?" Clearing the wildor- 
nesa, and settling it with a population 
is no sinaU task, and involves no in- 
considerable outlay. In the pioneers' 
footsteps niust treadthoartizon and tho 
trader, both representing capital more 
or less. Especially is this tho case 
with progressive settlements and com- 
mercial conimuniticg where the enter 
piiso and autivity of tho inhabitants 
are rapidly developing tho resoui'ces 
of tho country they occupy. The 
pioneer looks to the immigrant to buy 
him out in order that he may bo ciui- 
bled to jDroceed further into tho inte- 
rior, into whoso wihls his tastes and 
his calling natui-ally lead hini. Tho 
immigrant looks to the advancing tide 
of population and to the influx of cajii- 
tal to enhance tho value of his pro- 
perty. To those ho will turn for tho 
mor.as of improving »nd stocking liis tonn- 
mont. From those likovrii.e he o.tpecta 
an outlet and a market wherein to dispose 
of his produce and roalizo a profit. Tho 
colonist looks for the requisitea and re 
finements of cirilized life. His mails 
mu.st bo brought by atoam, his despatches 
sout by telegraph, and sparsely sottlod 
districts must be oponud by linos of uoni- 
munieatiou; waggon ro»ds have to bo 
built, railroads constructed, and inland 
navigation improved. Tho leading com- 
munities of a colony, particularly thuse 
attaining to any degree of commorciiil 
distinf tion aro expected to spend largely 
on streets, buildings, ■wlmrvos, piorfi, 
f'o. , ifee. --public TTorks that in Europe 
represent the nccumulnted investmrnts 
of pMt generations. All this must bo 
'done at one© and done ijuickly, as the 
wants are urgent and brook no delay'. 
The whole tido of material imiiroonient 
in any country, but more ospeoiftlly in a 
new one. whether in private undertakingfi 
or in public works, turns upon the amount 
of capital subscribed and its judicious in- 
vestment. This much needed motive 
power, however, cannot be obtained esccjit 
at the cost of solid Becuritios, and heavy 
''. liabilities snch w . the Colonies alone and 
unaided coiild noror command. As separ- 
ate and independent states they could not 
meet the outlay sxcopt at a sacrilico so 
heavy and in a manner so tardy aa vir- 
tually to deprive thorn of its bonofits. 
They conld Bcarcoly keep pace with the 
ever increasing demands of a growing 
civilization. As partners, however, of th(> 
groat banking firm of the world, Great 
Britain, their credit at once riaos equal 
to the ojuergoncy. Thro' tho influence 
and co-operation of this partnership, 
which often assumes tho form of Imperial 
guarantees, as in the case of Canadian, 
Australian and Indian loans, they at once 
.oompeto luccesiifuUy with the oldest and 
most roinited governments, and the much 
needed capital pnura in freely at small 
discounts and at low nvtos of intcrost. 
Tho fact should never be lost sight of 
that tho Colonies, as integral portions of 
a powerful and wealthy nation whose 
financial good faith and solid funded 
system are proverbial, offer suoh security 
for investment that their credit rises 
equal, if not superior to that of the most 
o^julent Htatos of Europe. Again, as de- 
pendencies of tho British Crown the no- 
table fact stands them in good stead wliilo 
borrowing, viz., that no J5ritish Colony 
hag ever repudiated a public debt. Not 
only, therefore, their past financial honor 
and the backing from the Parent State, 
not even the security from internal revolt 
and foreign couquest which tho old Hag 
insuro.i tlioni, imparts to tlitni ho much 
unlimited borrowing powur as tho moral 
guarantee they yield portioii.i of the 
Empire that the same Ikcal and com- 
mercial policy will be strictly adhered to. 
The solidity which the mother coun- 
try giv(!s to them furthermore pro- 
toots thoir securities whoa negotiable 
from the usual fluctuations of tho stock 
exchange. But it is tlio {)riority in tho 
London market, our Colonies. ol)t!iin as 
Buch, which allbrds them one of tiie great- 
est advantages they now enjoy from the 
British connection. This great bullion 
mart with its enormous •stabli.iluuents 
for rolining and parting gold ond silver, 
with its gratuitous mintage, tho honor, 
intogrity and indopondenco of its mone- 
tary corporations with its vast lloaliug capi- 
tal attracted from all parts of Ihuope, 
and hither constantly seeking investment; 
tliu e.xcoUent security it affords to bonds 
issued in it, becomes at once the readiest, 
the cheapest, and most seCuro centre for 
monotai-y operations. The committee of 
till! Stock lOxchange have not only inflict- 
ed jiunaltios and disgrace on tho govern- 
ments of Spain, Greece, and tho Soutli 
American Kopublics, but even on so 
l)Oworful a one as tho Austrian. Tho in- 
stitutions of the Mother Coiintry permit 
bondholders freely to assemble, combine 
and seek relief for their grovienoes with- 
out tho slightest let or hindrance on tho 
p.»rt|ot tho police authorities, ti privilogo 
often denied elsewhers in hluropo. Wo 
have hero another cause fcu- tho enhaucod 
value of bonds issuud in this market, and 
it is hero that India and tho Oolonies 
enjoy a preferouoe as portions of the Em- 
jhro. Tho operations in Colonial funds 
and the transactions in thoir socuritins, 
as they apjiear in tin; money articles of 
tlio homo press, aro a record of tho sul)- 
stautial gr)od wo dflriva while holj)ing to 
iucreaso tlie power and wealth of a nation 
w^hqse finapcial polioy has ever been dic- 
. .t^ted by.jprinoJ|pleS5>/totepritjrand honor, 
and wTibso numerous population, world 
wide commerce, vast territory, gigantic 
income, realized wealth and inoxhaustablc 
reaouroes riso far above tho diuKBtrous 
oonsequences of .raourring panics. , The

Even the money-grants 
for British Columbia wore secured by 
Messrs. Nolson, Nathan, Thompson and 
Dewdnoy, while DeCosmos was "strutting 
his brief hour ' on the Provincial Apaembly 
stage. He has done nothing — literally 
nothing, and the Sessional Papers will 
prove it. 

What s.ay you, Mr. Editor : Is it tho 
Pacific Railway or Mr. Amor DeCosmos 
that has proved tho greatest failure?

The 
Lord's Day vraa merely an "ecl'eniaitical Jn- 
atltution." 

Paley says:. "Cessation on Sunday from 
labor beyond the time of attendanoe upon 

public worship, is not intimated in any 

passage of tho Now Testament, nor did 
Christ or his Apostles deliver any com- 
mand to their disciples for a discontinu- 
ance upon that day of tho common otEcos 
of their professions." 

Again; "Tho resting on that day from 
our employments longer than we are de- 
tained from them by attendance upon 
public worship, is to Chriatians an ordi- 
nance of human infitiiallon.;." I\Iov. Jjh.v.y. 

Dr. Arnold, one of tho most learned 
and o.^ljeemed divinos of tho English 
Church, Hays: That Suiulay should be 
a day of greater leisure then other days, 
and of tho suspension as far as may be, 
of the common business of life. I quite 
allow; but then I should have much great- 
er indulgence for recreation on a Sund 
than you miglit have; and if tho railway 
on.iblea tho people in tho great towns, to 
get out in tho country on a Sunday - 
should think it a very ;/ real good." Dr. a '• 
nold'sLife, vol. 2. p". iilO. 

Archltishop Whately siiys: "Tho Lord's 
Day is to bo held purely a.-i a religious festi- 
val. Judaism being abolislied, all its ri- 
tual observances must, of course, be wholly 
at an end. so that wo are no more com- 
pelled to /I'cc/) l.'ie forth coniinandmeni than 
wo are to keep thi> worship of the Temple 
or the ilaiui s irrificf : — Essay on tho writ- 
ings of St. Paul. ('L'lie italics in the fore- 
goiuij; ftbstra<,'t3 are mine.) 

Similar extracts to tho same effect as the 
foregoing miglit be given from the writ- 
ings of noarly all the lights in tho Christ- 
inn C!luu-cli, from the days of tho apostles 
to tho present time, but I have cited 
enough to show that the most pious and 
onlightoned have not boou those who von- 
•raied most what in those days divines 
delight in misnaming the Ohristian Sab- 
bath. The history of the world has de- 
monstrated the impossibility of legislating 
piety into i)eoph), nor will the prosent 
movomont be found any more effectual 
in making people pious, or in filling tho 
churches on Sunday with unwilling wor- 
shippers, which I take the last to be the 
real object of the Re^rerend project* rs of 
tho movement.

Europe 

LoKDOM, May 29.— Tho race for the 
Oakos stake at Epsom was won by Marie 

Stuart. 

London, May SO. — The News has 
received a special dispatch from Central 
Asia stating that two columns of the Rus- 
sian expedition against Khiva are about 
to meet in the Bokhara Mountains and the 
Arcnberg and Manganisb lakes. The 
columns are so near together that they 
are able to communicate. 

The Post this morning says Bradlaugh, 
after leaving Madrid, was seized by Gar- 
lists and carried to the headnuaters of 
the insurgent chief Saballo, and that his 
life was in danger. 

Paris, May iiO.— Official journals an- 
nounce tho nppnintmoiit of Gen. Duburr- 
cil to b« Minister of War in place of 
DTssy, which completes tho reconstruct- 
ion of tho Cabinet. 

Tho Assembly voted to rebuild the 
column Vendome. 

LiSBOx, May 30. — A revolution had 
broken out in tho Argentine ropublio. 
Lopez Jonrdon was tlie head of the rebels, 
Ho took possession of tho towns of Gualm- 
quay. Victoria anil Colon; but sub.io- 
(piaiitiy met with a chock. 

Bayonne, May 30. — Advices from the 
vicinity of Logrons represents that a great 
battle between carlists and republicans is 
on the point of taking ])laco. 

lEastern States. 

Boston, May 29. — A fire broke out in 
tho njipcir part of Haley, Mooro k Co's 
largo furniture warehouse No.-l Washing- 
ton st eet, and spread with fearful rapidi- 
ty. Tho wind is blowing strong from the 
north-west, and the jjrincipal direction of 
the fire is now towards llorigou avenue. 
Tho Firo Departments from tho adjacent 
cities have been called on for help. The 
vicinity of tho fire is blockaded with mov- 
ing goods. 

New York, May 30. — Dispatches from 
Boston s.ay, Boylston market took lire; 
but tho flames were extinguinhed. The 
Ih'O is now apparently undorcontrol. When 
first discovered the fire was in the upper 
floor of Haloy, Moore k. Go's warehouse 
among pilos ' f light material. Tho heat 
was intense and in 20 minutes tho Ufipor 
story of the building and rear woro a 
in.'isB of flames. Tho firo worked back in- 
to the stable of Geo. liarry andlh^strov«d 
it. Tho wallw of the immense edillce f,^l| 
in and crushed to atomstha oxtensivo gal- 
lory of Jourdan with all the stores be- 
neath it. On the opposite corner of Fa- 
yette court the flames spread to a great 
building adjacent which was also destroy- 
ed, including numbers 403, -lOo, imd 4^1)7 
Washington street. 

The flames crossed Washington streol. 
Chiokoring's B))londid granite building 
and the Crlobe Theatre aro in rnius. 

The fire ha.s also caught tho steojilo of 
tho Presbyterian church, oorn«r of Boach 
and Harrison Avon no. 

11 a. m. — Chaunooy street is threatened 
and tho firo burned from both Havward's 
Place and Sussex Street, and the fine 
aqnarn bounded by these streets and 
Washington, wliicli" is not already de- 
stroyed is being abandoned by occupants. 

Chief Engineer Damorell expresses con- 
fidence that tile firo would he speedily 
8topi)ed. Losses already amount to sev- 
eral millions. 

Tne lire continued its coi.ir.'io southerly 
from tho place of its origin, soon attacked 
tho International Hotel on Washington 
street and it fell an easy prey. Tho next 
building was a largo -l-story front occu- 
pied by Kelly's billiard room, Thompson 
k Co's tailor shop, Montgomery k Go's 
eonfeetionery store. 

1 1:30 a. m.— -The firo in tho Presbyterian 
oliurcili on Beaoh atroot Is extinguished. 

Tho military has been called out and 
tho crowds in the vicinity of tho fire are 
being forced back, to givo the firemen 
more room to work. 

1 25 p. m. — The firo is now hoV.CVcd to 
bo fully under ooqtrol,

In 18'16, while tlio Briti.sh ship Rnt- 
tlesmike was lying at Port Albany, on 
tho eastern ooast of Auutralia, a ru- 
markable inytaiice occiuTud of wliat 
FiGoms a. providential escape. Somo of 
the ship's company were on shoio, 
shooting, when they saw, comiiif,'- to- 
wanlw them, an individual whom thoy 
tooklo be a {,nii — -a native woman — pro- 
soutinp tho iiniiivitint,' a[)peaiaiico of 
tho aboriginal feiualu. Thoy j.mid but 
little atteutioii to her, aud were pas- 
siugon, when, to their surprise, she 
crlled out in English: "lam a white 
woiuau; why do you leave inu?" She 
was taken oQ' to the yliip iii tho lirHt 
boat, a deplorable object. Her ap- 
pearance is thus described: "With the 
oxooption of a narrow fringe of leaves 
iu front, she woro no clothing', and her 
skin was t:inned and bliMtered with the 
sun, ami showed tho marks of neveral 
large burns wliich liad bean received 
from bleopiug too near llie lire ou cold 
nights; besidoB, slio was suffering from 
ophthalmia, wliicli liad previously de- 
prived her of the sif^lit of one eye." 
As aoon ns tlio poor creature could toll 
her story she related that, havinj,r left 
Sydney scjiue four yeara before witli 
her husband, in a small cutter, of which 
he was owner, the vessel was wrecked 
on a reef near the coast, and the three 
IJorBons on board besides herself, 
drowned. Slio was afterwards roacucd 
by a party of natives ou a tiirtling ox 
cursion, who, -^vhen tho galo Hubsided 
swam on board, aud supported her on 
shore between two of their number. 
One of tho blacks, Boroto by name, 
took possession of tho woman aB his 
share of the jduiuler. She was coiu- 
pelled to iivG withhiin, but was well 
treated by all the men, altliou{2fli many 
of the women, jealous of the attention 
shown her, for a long time evinced 
anything but kindness, A curious cir- 
cumstance secured for her the protect- 
tion of one of the principal men of tho 
tribe, A party from which had been tho 
foitnnate means of rescuing her, niul 
which she afteryrards found to be the 
Kowrarega, obieMy inhabiting Mura- 
lug, or the western Prince of Wales Is- 
land. This person, namodPlaquai, act- 
ing upon tho boleif (universal through- 
out AuBiralia aud the islands of the 
Torres Strait, so far known) that white 
people are the ghosts of the aborigines, 
fancied that iu the stranger ho recog- 
nised a long lost daughter of tho name 
of Giom, and at once admitted her 
to tho relationship which he thought 
had formerly existed between them. 
She was immediately acknowledged by 
the whole tribe as one of themsolves 
thus insuring an extensive connection 
iu relatives of all denominations. 

Tho natives, however, watched her 
very clo.iely, to prevent oscapo, and 
she w.'is often tantalized by tho sight 
of vessels passing along the straits, 
and heard of the former visit of the 
Rattlesnake. This second time she 
had succeeded in persuading the blacks 
to let her go "to see the wliite peojile 
and shake liands with them, and jn-o- 
mised to bring thein back axes, knives 
and tobacco. "^On these terms they gave 
her leave of absence; but repenting 
soon afterwards, a party started in pur- 
suit of her, and had almost co-Jno up 
with her wlien she was rescued by the 
boat. Here wo quote again from tho 
naiTative: "Upon being asked by 
Captain Stanly wether she really pre- 
ferred remaining with us to accom- 
panying the natives bank to their is- 
land, as sho would l)o allowed lier free- 
I'hoiec iu the matter, slio was so much 
agitated as to find dilTiculty in ex])ros- 
sing her thanliifulnoss, making use of 
scraps of English alternately with the 
Kowrarega language, and tlifo, siul- 
doiily awakening to tlin ro<u)llo;;tiou 
tliat .sho was not uiulcritood, tlio poor 
creature blushed all over, and, with 
downcast eyes, beat her forehead with 
her hands, as if to assist in collecting 
her scattered thoii::;lils. At length, 
after a pause, sho found words to sav: 
''Sir, I am a Christian, ami would ra- 
ther go back to luyowu fripuds." 

J3arbni';i Tliompson — suoh was the 
womnu'.s nam ? -\vas eventually handed 
over to he:- parents in Sydney, iu ex- 
cellent condition,
